The newcomers always dodge 
the club, thinking it will hurt, them, 
and the old-timers, used to the ropes, 
augli heartily at the novices. 
At the showers each man is given 
a coarse scrubbing brush and told to 
iso it. 
Attendants through the room . 
tee that the soap and 
brushes are j 
ised thoroughly, and any lodger re- 
uetant. to take the water, brush and 
;oap, is scrubbed by 
an 
attendant, 
’leanliness is insisted 
upon in the 
odging house. 
Once clean, the men 
ire marched through a small room 
or medical inspection. 
They are ex- 
unined thoroughly 
and all ailments 
ire given attention. 
Each 
man is 
horoughly fumigated. 
If 
an appli* 
•ant is found to have an injury or a 
icrious disease, he is at once sent to 
lellevue Hospital for treatment. The 
lathing and inspection over, the men 
ire given night robes, in the shape of 
deeping bags, of coarse but clean ina- 
terial. and sent, to bed in huge dor­ 
mitories. 


E arly in the morning they are wak­ 
ed up and taken to the 
first, 
room 
they entered, where in 
return 
for 
their brass checks they receive their 
clothing. 
The dining 
room 
is the 
text step, where the lodgers are giv- 
n oat-meal and milk, bread and cof­ 
ee. 
They are then sent out into the 
vorld again, all but 20 men who are 
kept in tho lodging house to clean up 
the place. 
These men 
launder the 
bed-clothing 
and 
night 
robes 
and 
wash the plates 
and 
cups. 
W hen 
heir tasks are finished they are al- 
owed to go. 
No work is required of 
the city’s boarders, in return for the 
foot and shelter given them, except 
he clean-up work imposed on a few. 
The attendants are careful not to 
nick the same men more than once 
for the work. 
Regular attendance at the lodging 
house does not give a man immunity 
from the compulsory bathing and the 
medical inspection. 
Fam iliar

cants, known from repeated appear- 
mce, are forced to obey all the rules, 
the same as the newcomers 
During the two coldest nights re- 


i cently, the homeless men and women 
over-flowed both the 
lodging house
